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MARSHALL SPACE FLIGHT CENTER, Ala. -- This is an artist's 
concept of a robot-like device which could remove faulty modules from 
an orbiting spacecraft, replace them with new ones and return the 
malfunctioning modules to Earth for repair.

System--deployed in Earth orbit by the Space Shuttle, and transported 
to higher orbits aboard an orbital transfer vehicle--would be remotely 
controlled to rendezvous and dock with a disabled spacecraft. Servicing 
would then be performed by the robotic arm to change out faulty modules 
with new ones carried aboard the platform-like servicing system.

In recent weeks there has been discussion, both at meetings and between individuals, 
of a situation which I feel can be cleared up by a review of the facts involved. 


The situation is the appearance on 63/03 of long, and to a casual listener, uninter- 
esting, QSO's and "round tables". While this type of operation is acceptable and 
standard practice on the lower frequencies where VFO operation makes moving easy, it 
does not lend itself to channelized repeater frequencies. In fact it may have the 
effect of defeating some of the advantages of the Philmont repeater. 


Because 63/03 is a club repeater as opposed to a repeater club, the frequency is 
constantly monitored by at least 5 stations which are available for information, 
directions, and emergency traffic. Some of these monitors are in private homes, and 


some are located in business offices. In either 


case pointless chatter of lengthy 


proportion becomes annoying, particularly when it occurs every day or every night. 
As a result monitors turn the gain down or the rig off with the result that we lose 


this important feature of our operation. 


I would like to suggest that when you just want 
intial call on 63/03 and then move to a simplex 


to "chew the rag" you make your 
frequency. The club has designated 


147.51 for just that purpose and of course there is a wide choice of other, non- 
interfering frequencies in addition. Don't underestimate your ability to hear and 
be heard on simplex, particularly from a fixed station. Local propagation can be 


quite good. 


We will all need to cooperate in this situation and by example, show visitors to 


our repeater what we expect of them.
